EKNBT BBBGH OH STREET PAVE- 


HJUITa.—Henry Bergh has addressed a 
Ikttor to th* Commissioners of Public 
Work* ia New Tork on the subject of 
•treet pavement*, which is now exciting 
eomnoh discussion and interest in the 
oitleeof this country. Mr. Bergh briefly 
dtea th* experience of past generations 
from before the Christian era down to the 


; and his judgment of tbe experi* 


of the world, in various parts of 


which le has made observations, is that 
modern governments incline to avoid the 
use of exclusively stone surfaces for the 
reason, among others, that they are " de- 
structive to the feet of horses, and occa- 
sion a deafening noise injurious to the 
health of eitixena." Iron, wood and as- 
phalt have been tried aa substitutes with- 
out any very satisfactory result*, and Mr 
Burgh does not hesitate to express him- 
self most decidedly in favor ol Macadam. 
He says: 


" I do aot hesitate to say that pavement 
composed of small broken stones, after the 
manner of the macadamized road, is the 
best known, and in support of this opinion 
let th* hundreds ol miles thus paved in the 
eitia* of Paris, London, Berlin, and other 
rreat town* oi Europe bear witness to their 
uperiority. Moreover, of all others, this 
lavement is best adapted to our climate 
tad the neoessitiea and habits of our peo- 
ple. In point of economy it is also super- 
ior, while the painfully disturbing roar. 
and rattle to the sick, convalescent, and the 
ordinary pedestrian, incidental to stone 
and iron readings, is completely avoided. 
Asphalt has been tried and abandoned, and 
it ia now a question, I understand of 
paving South Fifth avenue with wood. 
A long reaidenoe in St. Petersburg,

of pavement has 


liad a thorough trial, confirm; me in the 
belief that wood will not answer; for the 
•treet* of that city are constantly in dis- 
order by the rotting ot the material; which 
defect U now developing itself here, as 
time and climate operate on the streets 
similarly paved in New York.
